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Cape Charles Rosenwald 
School gets $1 million 


Gov. Glenn Youngkin has an- 
nounced $8.2 million in Industrial 
Revitalization Fund awards to four 
projects. 

In all, $1 million of the proceeds 
will go to the Cape Charles Rosen- 
wald School Restoration Initiative. 

The school was built in 1928 as part 
of a movement inspired by a partner- 
ship between Jewish philanthropist, 
Julius Rosenwald, and education pi- 
oneer, Booker T. Washington, to 


educate African-American children 
during legalized segregation. 

The school closed in 1966, and the 
property was converted to a seafood 
processing plant that closed in 1977, 
according to its website. 

The state funding award brings 
the fundraising total for the school 
to more than $2 million in a $3 mil- 
lion capital campaign. 

A new roof on the building was 
completed last month. Plans for 
the future include meeting spaces, 
a business incubator, classrooms, 
community kitchen, and _ other 
amenities.

To celebrate the Skimmers’ 50th anniversary, 
former coaches are gathering during the team’s end- 
of-season picnic on Sunday, Aug. 6. The group will 
give out awards during the event, including the Sean 
Webb Award named after the team’s founder. 

Webb was a lifeguard at the Onley pool when he 
created an intramural swim team in 1973. The Skim- 
mers joined the Delmarva Swim Association once it 
formed, making it one of DSA’s longest-standing 
groups. 

It is the only swim team on Virginia’s Eastern 
Shore, with members traveling from Cape Charles 
and Chincoteague to join for the summer season, 
Beck said. 

Swimmers compete against over 20 other teams in 
the DSA and travel as far as Cambridge, Md., and 
Seaford and Rehoboth Beach, Del., for meets twice 
weekly during June and July, where they compete 
in events such as four-person relays and individ- 
ual races for butterfly, backstroke, freestyle, and 
breaststroke. 

Some have gone on to swim during college, Beck 
said, and the Skimmers earned DSA’s League Cham- 
pionship Division II winner award in 2021.

Catalytic converters + cocaine

Two men involved in a scheme to steal catalytic con- 
verters and other items entered pleaded guilty in an 
agreement with Accomack County prosecutors. 

Matthew Ra’shawn Johnson and Joshua M. Bailey, 
both 27 years old, each pleaded guilty to charges in- 
volving the thefts. 

Bailey pleaded guilty also to felony eluding and pos- 
session of cocaine. 

On Jan. 6, 2023, Vernon Butler came home to his 
Hack’s Neck Road address to find his pickup truck was 
missing. 

He began looking around his property. He found 
two men in a white pickup truck stuck in a ditch. It was 
pulling a trailer that held Butler’s lawn mower. 

When he confronted the men, both ran away. But- 
ler’s pickup truck, found on another part of his prop- 
erty, had acut near the catalytic converter as though 
it was about to be removed. 

A catalytic converter had also been removed from 
Butler’s Jeep.

Later, as police investigated the crime, they founda 
maroon-colored pickup truck blocking the intersection 
at Hack’s Neck and Martin roads. 

When they approached that vehicle, it took off at a 
high rate of speed. A chase ensued with speeds reach- 
ing more than 100 mph. 

The truck ran off the road into a field near Painter 
and stopped. Bailey was the driver. 

Both pickups used in the crimes were registered to 
Johnson’s mother but were known by police to be driv- 
en by her son, said Assistant Commonwealth’s Attor- 
ney Michael Baker. 


= convictions in court 


In the maroon truck, they found two catalytic con- 
verters, cocaine paraphernalia and cocaine. 

Bailey cooperated with police in their investigation, 
said Baker. 

In another related incident, a Pennsylvania man 
who stored vehicles on his nearby property found they 
were missing their catalytic converters. 

These thefts along with catalytic converters taken 
from two Toyota pickup trucks in the same area were 
also committed by Bailey and Johnson. 

Judge H. Thomas Padrick Jr. accepted Bailey’s plea 
agreement and set his sentencing for Sept. 28. 

He deferred a decision on Johnson’s agree- 
ment until a presentence investigation report is 
completed. 

Baker said thieves receive between $60 and $100 
selling the converters for scrap metal but said the re- 
pair cost the vehicles’ owners considerably more. 

He said the general assembly changed the law a year 
ago making it a felony to steal catalytic converters or 
to buy them. “Now it is a high risk, low reward crime.” 
Baker said.

Two of the truly scary local websites right now are the 
links on the homepages of public schools in Accomack and 
Northampton counties that show job openings. 

Schools start in 32 days and there are scores of critical 
positions that have not been filled. 

New teachers report to work on Aug. 14 in Accomack 
County and Aug. 21 in Northampton County. It is safe to 
predict many new staff members will not be hired in time 
to attend new teacher training. 

Imagine being a parent and dutifully paying taxes that 
fund the local school systems — and not knowing whether 
your child will even have a qualified educator. 

How do you run a school without enough personnel? 

This issue is especially troubling as Eastern Shore 
schools try to emerge from pandemic-related learning 
losses. 

An overall shortage of teachers and school staff mem- 
bers seems to be a recurring theme on the Eastern Shore. 

It’s acommunity problem. It needs a community solu- 
tion. It is an issue this community largely ignores, sadly. 

One of the issues is the comparatively low salary rate 
for educators on the Eastern Shore, but that’s not the only 
issue. 

Creative solutions also are needed for housing and re- 
cruitment. Maybe an initiative to pay off a teacher’s col- 
lege debt would help. Maybe grow-your-own programs — 
in which Eastern Shore students receive funding for col- 
lege if they come back to teach — would have benefits. 

Of course, deep collaboration between the county school 
systems could help free up money for such initiatives. 
Could there be savings from combining health insurance 
plans or purchases? Has anyone even discussed it? 

It is time for our leaders to show leadership, band to- 
gether, and address the problem.

Virginia lawmakers, 
farmers meet 
to discuss Farm Bill 


To the editor: 

As the 118th Congress pre- 
pares to debate the 2023 Farm 
Bill in September, lawmak- 
ers and farmers met to dis- 
cuss priorities most import- 
ant to Virginia’s agricultural 
producers. 

Maple Springs Farm in Au- 
gusta County was a tranquil 
venue for a July 17 roundtable 
event hosted by Rep. Ben Cline, 
R-6th, with Rep. Glenn “GT” 
Thompson, R-15th, a Pennsyl- 
vania congressman and chair 
of the House Committee on 
Agriculture. 

Among the farm bill’s 12 ti- 
tles are provisions for commod- 
ity programs like dairy margin 
coverage and agricultural work- 
force development. 

Thompson, a writer of the 
farm bill, shared his out- 
look as legislators draft the 
five-year omnibus spending 
package. 

“Our goal is we do thisina 
bipartisan way, on time and 
highly effectively,” he said. 
“The overall vision is to restore 
a robust rural economy.”

Virginia’s dairy farmers 
weighed in on their priorities, 
like modernizing dairy mar- 
gin coverage. The DMC is an 
insurance program in which 
producers pay premiums for 
protection when the difference 
between the milk price and the 
average feed price, or mar- 
gin, falls below a certain dollar 
amount. 

“The prices for milk right 
now are pretty dire, and our 
margins are not there as they 
should be,” said Kevin Craun, 
commissioner of the Virginia 
State Milk Commission. “All 
we’re looking for is a safety 
net. We don’t want our income 
from the government. No farm- 
er does.” 

The DMC program, enacted 
in the 2018 Farm Bill, has been 
successful, though it could 
use more modernization, as 


coverage is based on outdated 
production records, said Eric 
Paulson, executive director of 
the Virginia State Dairymen’s 
Association. 

Dairies are lost or con- 
centrated during chal- 
lenging times, Thompson 
acknowledged. 

“The average farm size gets 
bigger as we have fewer of 
them,” he explained. “We’l1 
deal with the safety nets in the 
farm bill.” 

Virginia Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration Young Farmer Thomas 
French, a Shenandoah County 
dairyman, thanked Thompson 
for his work on the Agricul- 
ture Labor Working Group and 
asked to see an adjustment of 
status for agricultural work- 
ers. Livestock producers don’t 
have access to seasonal H-2A 
labor because they operate 
year-round. 

The group’s upcoming inter- 
im report will examine vari- 
ables impacting the uncertain- 
ty of the agricultural workforce 
and implications on food securi- 
ty, Thompson said. 

“Then we’ll be writing an 
American food security bill as 
it relates to the ag workforce.”

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Ronde Barber discusses summers on the Eastern Shore 


Ronde Barber was on the phone 
reminiscing fondly about the Eastern 
Shore of Virginia. 

“T have many memories,” said Bar- 
ber, who will be 
inducted into 
the Pro Foot- 
ball Hall of 
Fame during 
aceremony in 
Canton, Ohio, 
on Saturday, 
Aug. 5. 

“Most every 
summer we’d 


Ted come for a cou- 
ple weeks,” he 
Shockley said. “We spent 


a lot of time 
with grandma.” 
Most of the time when Barber is 
interviewed, he is asked to talk about 

about his football achievements. 

The Roanoke native had a 16-year 
career in the National Football League 
and is the only person in league histo- 
ry with at least 45 pass interceptions 
and 25 quarterback sacks. 

He was a standout for the Tampa 


Bay Buccaneers and helped the team 
win its first Super Bowl in 2002. 

His twin brother, Tiki, also hada 
career in the NFL and on television. 

But our chat was less about the 
bright lights of professional foot- 
ball and more about his family’s 
homeland. 

The Eastern Shore has only a hand- 
ful of links to professional athletes 
who competed in the highest levels of 
sport. 

Some among us can recite even the 
athletes with obscure local connec- 
tions. Barber’s link was much more 
direct. 

His mother attended Northampton 
schools. His maternal grandfather, 
the late Willie T. Brickhouse, of East- 
ville, aU.S. Army major, died in the 
Vietnam War. 

His maternal grandmother, Mary 
Brickhouse, was a longtime teacher’s 
assistant in Northampton schools who 
died in 2010. 

When Barber says “grandma,” he is 
referring to her. 

Like the rest of us, the hall-of-fame 
football player spent sweaty summer 


days playing sports in an Eastern 
Shore backyard. 

“T remember years and years spend- 
ing time in that backyard,” he said. 

His mother, Geraldine, has been 
lauded for her drive and determina- 
tion as a single mother raising two 
sons, sometimes working three jobs to 
support her family. 

“We never really wanted for any- 
thing,” he said. 

But for extended summer breaks 
or holidays, the family packed up and 
headed for the Eastern Shore. 

Barber remembers the sleepy 
car rides and his mother’s edict: 
“Make sure you go to the bathroom 
because we’re not stopping,” she 
would say. 

“She would drive straight from Ro- 
anoke to Eastville,” he said. “My mom 
liked to travel in the middle of the 
night, 2 or 3 o’clock in the morning.” 

Barber’s grandmothers lived beside 
each other. He well remembers watch- 
ing television shows “on the old black- 
and-white TV before they graduated 
up to color.” 

Barber attributes his work ethic to 


his Eastern Shore roots. His mother 
preached the importance of hard work 
and giving the best effort. 

Even as an accomplished and hon- 
ored professional athlete, Barber 
seems understated and humble about 
his career —two quintessential East- 
ern Shore traits. 

“T’m pretty sure I knew where she 
got those lessons from,” said Barber. 

Barber’s maternal grandfather, 
who once had a now-closed Ameri- 
can Legion post named for him in 
Eastville, died before Barber was 
born. 

His maternal grandmother raised 
her children alone and made a name 
for herself in the community with her 
upbeat, pleasant demeanor. 

A hall-of-fame family will get a 
hall-of-fame inductee this weekend. 

As our phone call ended, Barber 
spoke of his grandparents’ place in 
the Eastern Shore community and 
their legacy. 

“T knew they were somewhat of a 
big deal,” he said.

Auction raises more than $489,000 for fire company

Bidders broke records by raising 
over $450,000 during the annual Po- 
ny Penning auction on Thursday, Ju- 
ly 27. 

Over 70 foals were auctioned in the 
fundraiser that benefits the Chincote- 
ague Volunteer Fire Company, which 
owns and maintains the herd of wild 
Chincoteague Ponies. 

Foals ranged in price from $1,800 
to a recording-setting $43,000 for a 
buyback filly, which was donated back 
to the fire company to return to As- 
sateague Island to replenish the herd. 

The foals raised $489,000 for the 
fire company by the end of Thursday’s 
bids, the fire company announced. 

With an earlier online auction for 
a buyback pony that raised $40,500 
for a fundraiser to help the Museum 
of Chincoteague Island purchase the 
Beebe Ranch, the ponies garnered over 
$500,000 this year. 

For many, the auction is a chance 
to live out a dream born through Mar- 
guerite Henry’s 1947 novel “Misty of 
Chincoteague.” 

“We wanted to take a piece of the 
magic home with us,” said 13-year-old 
Mylee Hartman after winning a bay 
colt alongside her sister, Arya Teets, 
15. 

The siblings from Garrett Coun- 
ty, Md., won the pony thanks to the 
Feather Fund, a nonprofit group ded- 
icated to helping young people pur- 
chase Chincoteague Ponies. 

They submitted an essay as part of 
their Feather Fund application after 
attending the Pony Auction with their 
grandmother years ago. 

Like many others, 10-year-old 
Gwendolyn Case, of St. Louis., said 
she had done “hours and hours of re- 
search” to pick the foal she hoped to 
take home. 

She and her mother, Sarah Case, 
placed the winning bid on the bay fil- 
ly, which Gwendolyn planned to name 
Hope’s Dream or Island Treasure. 

“We love horses and we’ve just 


adored this breed,” she said of the 
Chincoteague Ponies. 

Others, like Debra Evalds, attended 
the auction, but did not plan to take a 
pony home. 

The Lewes, Del., and Chincoteague 
resident attends the auction every year 
and bought the last buy-back pony in 
2019, before the auction went online 
for two years during the COVID-19 
pandemic, she said. 

Evalds placed the winning bid 
for the buy-back mare’s first foal on 
Thursday, but did not take the colt 
home. 

“We don’t have kids or grandkids, 
so I purchased him for a little boy 
who’s in 4-H,” she said. “Now, he has 
a pony.” 
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In addition to the colts and fillies 
that went home with new families, 
the fire company auctioned seven buy- 
back ponies this year, including the 
filly auctioned this spring in the Beebe 
Ranch fundraiser. 

Winners of buy-back ponies earn 
naming rights for the foals that swim 
back to Assateague Island to rejoin the 
herd. 

This year’s record-breaking bid was 
$43,000 for a buy-back filly that is a 
descendant of Misty of Chincoteague. 

Dawn Gilchrest-Webb, of New Jer- 
sey, came to the auction in hopes of 
purchasing one of the buy-back ponies 
in memory of her nephew, Joe, after 
he passed away from leukemia. 

“Our last conversation, he wanted

to see the ponies,” she said. “He never 
made it.” 

The Pony Auction veteran has at- 
tended the event every year since 1989 
and bought a buy-back colt in Joe’s 
memory, thanks to donations from 
many supporters. 

“It means so much that he got to be 
here and he’s a part of this,” she said. 

The Pony Auction is the Chincote- 
ague fire company’s largest annual 
fundraiser. Proceeds go towards pur- 
chasing equipment and other fire com- 
pany needs, as well as helping the com- 
pany maintain its herd of wild Chin- 
coteague Ponies. 

Over 100 volunteers made the 2023 
event possible, said Hunter Leonard, 
the fire company’s spokesperson.

Gov. Youngkin signs bill for “greatest pony in the world’

Gov. Glenn Youngkin signed the bill 
making the Chincoteague Pony the of- 
ficial pony of Virginia on Thursday, 
July 27, during a visit to the Chincote- 
ague Carnival grounds. 

“Is there anything better (than) 
wild ponies swimming to an island in 
July? That’s pretty cool. ... In fact, 
50,000 people around the world think 
it’s pretty cool,” Youngkin said of the 
annual attendance to the “iconic tradi- 
tion” of Pony Penning Week. 

“That is so awesome, not just for 
Chincoteague Island, not just for the 
Eastern Shore, not just for Virginia, 
but for the United States of Ameri- 
ca, to be the home of the greatest po- 
ny in the world,” the governor said. 

State and local leaders in attendance 


at the bill signing included State Sen. 
Bill DeSteph, Del. Rob Bloxom, and 
Chincoteague Mayor Arthur Leonard. 

Also present were the immediate 
family of Sophia Gallivan, the Broad- 
water Academy rising senior who 
wrote the bill and advocated for its 
passing in Richmond. Gallivan, who 
also is a member of the Chincoteague 
Pony Drill Team, was unable to attend 
due to her participation in a church 
mission trip. 

This year was the 98th annual Chin- 
coteague Pony swim and auction, a tra- 
dition that “brings to this island a real, 
real moment of focus ... on those who live 
here” and “taking care of and celebrating 
... God’s creatures, our ponies,” Youn- 
gkin said to the Chincoteague crowd. 

“You represent the spirit of Virgin- 
ia. ... and you all should be very, very 
proud,” he said.

Offshore action remains slow 
with only reports of ascattered tuna 
bite. It may take a strong storm to 
shake things up in the blue water 
for action to improve significantly. 


Upper Shore 


Captain Matt Abell, at the Sea 
Hawk Sports Center, said that the 
inshore ocean waters have produced 
some of the best fishing action over 
the last week. 

The combination of cooler ocean 
water temperatures and submerged 
fish-attracting structures such as 
the Blackfish Banks off Chincote- 
ague have been producing bountiful 
catches of flounder. Bouncing jigs/ 
bucktails tipped with Berkley Gulp 
or strips of squid or cut bait on the 
bottom has been the proven method 
to put these flatfish in the cooler. 

Atlantic spadefish and gray trig-

gerfish are suspended in the water 
column above the structures and 
have been caught by anglers dan- 
gling small hooks covered with a 
piece of raw clam. 

Cobia can sometimes be found 
hanging around these same struc- 
tures and will often be persuaded to 
bite a large jig or live bait. Savvy an- 
glers will also be on the lookout for 
schools of Spanish mackerel on the 
surface and have a light spinning 
rod rigged up with a Stingsilver to 
cast into the feeding “macks.” 

Flounder fishing inside the sea- 
side inlets continues to peak around 
the very last of the incoming tide 
through the early stages of the ebb. 
This time period produces the clear- 
est water conditions and the low- 
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est water temperatures. Drifting 
2-hook bottom rigs with white or 
chartreuse bucktail hair and tipped 
with live minnows or silversides 
and Berkley Gulp or strips of squid 
remains the most often used floun- 
der catching method. 


Wachapreague 


Captain Lindsay Paul, aboard 
the Almost Persuaded, described 
the flounder fishing out of Wacha- 
preague as “still good,” adding that 
the high air and water tempera- 
tures have combined to make the 
period around high tide the most 
productive window for catching the 
flatfish. 

Berkley Gulp with live minnows

remain the bait offering of choice. 
Captain Paul confirmed that the 
ocean wrecks are still producing 
large flounder and black sea bass. 

Offshore action remains on the 
slow side, with just a few scattered 
tuna catches and marlin releases re- 
ported. 


Lower Shore 


Jeb Brady, at Bailey’s Tackle 
Shop, commented that the Lower 
Shore flounder fishery, both inside 
and offshore, remained “real solid” 
this week. 

Inshore anglers reported keep- 
er catches using squid and Berkley 
Gulp along the Fisherman Island

bridge and inside the Ditch. 

The ocean flounder fishery is 
producing a larger class of fish, 
with most being caught on Gulp or 
cut bait. 

Cobia fishing was described as 
“sparse” with anglers sporting good 
numbers of fish; however, few of 
the fish seemed interested in taking 
a lure or bait. Anglers bait fishing 
for cobia reported similar experi- 
ences, especially with larger fish. 

Schools of spadefish remain ac- 
tive around the third island of the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge Tunnel and 
around the Cell. 

Spanish mackerel catches have 


come on fast-trolled Clark Spoons 
pulled behind small planers or in- 
line sinkers. 

The waters around the Cabbage 
Patch and off Guy’s Point are hold- 
ing good populations of sand mullet 
(whiting), while small spot and gray 
trout catches have come from the 
lower bay piers.

Performance pavilion faces another challenge

A performance pavilion in Onancock 
is facing another challenge. 

The Onancock Town Council at its 
meeting Monday, July 24, said it must 
re-codify a 2008 section of the town 
zoning ordinance that allows perfor- 
mances at Historic Onancock School 
after the section was erroneously ex- 
cluded when the town digitized the 
document in 2021. 

“There’s no magic to it,” said Town 
Manager Matt Spuck of the error that 
left the Cultural, Recreational and 
Community Facilities zoning district 
out of the town code. 

“Anything that was not included in 
that newly created book no longer ex- 
ists as an ordinance” because the town 
adopted the zoning ordinance as-writ- 
ten, he said. 

Onancock created its Cultural, Rec- 
reational and Community Facilities 
zoning district to distinguish it from 
the Parks and Open Spaces District, 
Spuck said. There is only one parcel 
in the zoning district, which contains 
Historic Onancock School on College 
Avenue. 

“The reason it was differentiated 
from Parks and Open Space was be- 
cause they were going to hold com- 
merce inside the building. In Parks 
and Open Space, you can’t do that, so 
they created a new designation,” he 
said. 

Friends of Onancock School op- 
erates the nonprofit HOS and broke 
ground on a new performance pavilion 
there in November after obtaining the 
necessary permits and receiving a vote 
of support from the town council. 

The group paused construction after 
neighbors expressed concerns about is- 
sues from traffic and crowd control to 
noise, alcohol sales, and potential van- 
dalism of the venue. 

Some residents say the pavilion con- 
tradicts the way of life in a small town, 
but the Cultural, Recreational and 
Community Facilities zoning district 
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Work has begun on the foundation of the Onancock performance pavilion but has stopped as the project is debated. 


includes performance facilities in its 
allowed uses. 

“The designation had a pretty ex- 
plicit paragraph about what’s an al- 
lowed use, and a performance space 
was included,” Spuck said. 

Those uses include “facilities for 
cultural, recreational, social and com- 
munity uses such as, but not limited 
to, practice, performance and display 
of the visual and performing arts, ed- 
ucational activities, recreation and 
physical fitness activities, meetings, 
conferences and other community or 
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social gatherings,” according to the 
zoning ordinance. 

When the section was excluded from 
the zoning ordinance in 2021, the 
HOS property reverted back to Parks 
and Open Space District designation, 
Spuck said. That zoning district allows 
public parks, public recreation facili- 
ties, and open spaces. 

But FOS’s lease still “allows them 
to build this building,” he said of the 
pavilion. 

To include the Cultural, Recreation- 
al and Community Facilities zoning 


district in Onancock’s zoning ordi- 
nance again, the town’s planning com- 
mission expects to consider the lan- 
guage, said Mayor Fletcher Fosque. 

Then, the town council can consider 
the commission’s recommendation and 
approving the section of the town’s 
code. 

That process will involve public 
comment and allows Onancock to add 
provisions for a special use permit in 
the zoning district — the process the 
town favors for enforcing performance 
guidelines at the new pavilion.

New law specifies guidance counselor duties

A new Virginia law requires that 
public school guidance counselors 
spend 80% of each school day working 
directly with students, meaning local 
public schools may need to reprioritize 
the duties assigned to those staff. 

Both houses of the Virginia General 
Assembly unanimously passed Senate 
Bill 10438, which took effect July 1. 

The bill was prompted by a Joint 
Legislative Audit and Review Commis- 
sion, or JLARC, study on the impact 
of the COVID-19 pandemic on Virginia 
K-12 public education. 

According to the JLARC report re- 
leased in 2022, academic achievement 
sharply declined in the 2020-2021 
school year. 

Test scores began to improve in 
2021-2022 but were still low compared 
to pre-pandemic levels. 

For example, in the 2021-2022 
school year, in about 20 Virginia school 
divisions, more than half of third grad- 
ers failed the Standards of Learning, 
or SOL, test in reading, math, or both. 

In around 60 Virginia school divi- 
sions that same year, more than half of 
eighth graders failed the SOL in math. 

The COVID-19 pandemic also im- 
pacted student mental health. 

JLARC analyzed the Virginia De- 
partment of Education’s 2021 and

2022 school climate surveys and found 
that 50% of middle school students 
and 64% of high school students felt 
nervous, anxious, or on edge. 

About 34% of middle school stu- 
dents and 40% of high school students 
had felt sad or hopeless for two weeks 
or more. 

At least 1 in 10 had seriously con- 
sidered attempting suicide. 

For these and other reasons, JLARC 
recommended that state legislators 
amend the Code of Virginia to “define 
direct school counseling services and 
allow qualified, licensed psychologists 
in other fields to be provisionally li- 
censed as school psychologists,” ac- 
cording to the JUARC report. 

The General Assembly did that and 
went a step further by requiring guid- 
ance counselors to spend 80% of each

school day providing direct counseling 
and only 20% on other tasks. 

Those other tasks are called “pro- 
gram planning and school support” 
and include reviewing data and cre- 
ating student outcome goals, action 
plans, and reports. 

Direct counseling may be provided 
to students individually or in groups. 

Individual counseling may include 
a range of developmentally appro- 
priate, goal-oriented topics such as 
“mental health and wellness, social 
and emotional development, academ- 
ic achievement, and college and career 
readiness.” 

Direct counseling includes crisis 
counseling, which helps “students 
navigate critical situations such as 
emergencies and crises.” 

Teaching lessons and leading activ-

ities that “provide students with the 
knowledge, attitudes, and skills ap- 
propriate for their development” also 
count as direct counseling, according 
to the bill. 

Senate Bill 1043 affirms a view 
long-held by parents and community 
members that the primary purpose of 
school guidance counselors is to work 
directly with students, not to spend 
the majority of their time performing 
administrative tasks or coordinating 
testing. 

The bill requires every Virgin- 
ia school division to employ one full- 
time guidance counselor for every 325 
students. 

It also establishes staff-to-student 
ratios for positions such as principals 
and assistant principals and sets lim- 
its on class sizes.
